PAY AS YOU GO BASIS 


“Some of the recommenda- 
tions contained in the legisla- 
tion designed to 'expand and 
improve’ the country's Social 
Security system and which are 
at present being considered by 
Congress, completely violate 
the original concepts of the So- 
cial Security Act," stated Mr. 
Earwood, National Committee- 
man of-the Everglades Assocía- 
tion of Life-Underwriters, fol- 
lowing a meeting of the board 
of directors of the local group 
called to endorse its national or- 
ganization's policy toward the 
proposed revisions. 
“When the Old Age and Sur- 
vivors Insurance program came 
into being it was conceived as 
a means of providing an eco- 
nomic floor below which none 
Mtired aged citizens 
would be permitted to go," Mr. 
Earwood stated. "It was set up 
in times of economic sftess to 
provide benefits on a minimum 
need or subsistance level. The 
Life Insurance agents of this 
country who have, by the very 
nature of their business, en- 
couraged millions of people to 
make provisions, by private 


premature death and old age

"But during the last few 
years there has been a trend 
away, from those original con- 
cepts as is evidenced by the use 
of the word ‘adequate’ in place 
of ‘basic minimum’ when relat- 
ing to.benefits under the Act as 
amended from time.”
